During the: adolescent years, 


+ youth begin to think more and 


more about what they want to 
uchieve in life. They begin to 
form opinions and make plans 
about: their future school and 
work goals: 

Young people now have more 
options than ever before, Less 
than one hundred years ago, the 
number of different lite options 
available to. youth was highly 
limited, based on gender, social 
class, ethnicity, and also because 
society was less complex. There 
simply were not as many differ- 
ent types of jobs: in existence 
until the 20th century. 

Planning for the future:can be 
exciting for teens and parents, It 
can also be stressful, Both teens 
and parents have the same goals 
in mind: they want the teens to 
grow up to be healthy, happy 
and sticcessful, Yetitis impossi- 
ble to be sure what will make 
someone happy tn the future. 
The array of possible choices 
can be overwhelming. Adding to 
the pressure is the fact that deci- 
sions made during adolescence 


have important implications for, 


future goals, Also, teens will 
develop. new goals as they con- 
tinue to mature. As a result, they 
may decide to completely 
change directions, even after 
some important decisions have 
been made. 

Decisions about which cours- 
es to take and what job to pursue 
are important because they are 
likely’ 10 affect values, 
estecm, earnings and life satis 
facuon n the future 
Fortunately, the brain develops 
during adolescence to help pre: 
pare youth to make thoughtful 


self 


decisions about their futures. 


The cognitive changes during 
puberty give teens the ability to 
see long-term consequences of 
the decisions they make.
